Color TV 
Out for the 
Duration 


Washington, Oct. 20 W)—You can 


forget all about the big color tele- 
vision controversy — there is not 
going to be any color TV for the 
duration of the emergency. 


A defense order calling for 
an 


immediate halt in color TV 
pro- 


duction was disclosed yesterday. It 
had these effects: 


1. Definite postponement of color 


television for the public. Industry 
estimates ran for two years up. 


2. If you have been wondering 


whether your black-and-white set is 
going to be the mode for very much 
longer, or whether to buy black- 
and-white or wait for color, your 
problem is solved. 


3. Before the ban is off, new color 


TV systems may be invented, or 
those in 
development 
perfected, 


thus perhaps setting 
right 
back 


where it began the long controver- 
sy over what kind of color TV the 
government should approve. 


4. Whatever kind or kinds of color 


television eventually reach the mar- 
ket will probably be better than 
anything offered today. 


At present, the Columbia Broad 


casting System (CBS) 
holds 
the 


only license for making color TV. 
The federal communications com- 
mission (KFCC) gave the CBS sys- 
tem the nod just a year ago. The 
Supreme court upheld the FCC last 
spring and in June CBS began col- 
or telecasts from New York. 


It bought out an existing televi- 


sion set manufacturer and 
began 


making CBS color TV sets. Other 
companies were getting in produc- 
tion, using CBS patents. It was es- 
timated 50,000 color 
sets 
would 


reach the public in 1951.
